Few Simple Precautions Will Reduce

Most fires are due to lack of care, 
and It ls everyone's duty to observe 
a few simple rules to safeguard 
against the danger. 

When storing clothing see that no 
matches are left in the pockets, Nev- 
er go to a cupboard containing clothes 
with a lamp or candle; an electric 
torch is the best and safest, It ts 
very unwise to hang clothes near 
stove pipes or hot chimneys, 

It is a very dangerous practice to 
eoax a fire with paraffin or metbylat- 
ed spirits, while great care should be 
exercised *when benzine or petrol is 
belng used for cleaning purposes. A 
naked light placed near the liquid may

Ashes should never be put {n wood- 
en receptacles, Metal cans are sat:

Never heap wp an open grate and 
go away and leave it to burn up with:

ed where children live.
